It fis quite 
probable that this may lead to a fall- 
ing off in the demand for some prod- 
ucts which have hitherto been im- 
ported by each of the sections from 
California, owing to the lower rates 
of freight. But Los Angeles can af- 
ford to look upon this change with 
equanimity. Whatever tends to in- 
crease the wealth and importance of 
Arizona is good for Los Angeles, which, 
if our merchants are wise, will always 
remain the commercial headquarters 
for the land of Sunshine and Silver.

POLICB SCANDALS. 
There has been a big scandal in the 
San Francisco police department,-as the 
result of which a number of men have 
been discharged from the force, includ- 
ing the police clerk, who had for many 
years enjoyed the full confidence of 
Chief Crowley. It appears that for 
years the men have been accepting 
bribes from Chinese gamblers and lot- 
tery-dealers, and many of them have 
acquired considerable fortunes in this 
manner. It is only a few months since 
, charges were made that a number of 
the San Francisco police force were in 
the habit of exacting regular tribute 
from prostitutes in that city, and a 
Jengthy investigation was had before 
the Police Commissioners, Chief Crow- 
ley expressed the greatest confidence 
in his men, and could not be induced to 
believe for a moment that they were 
guilty. In view of the latest develop- 
ments it appears probable that this was 
@ case of misplaced confidence on Mr. 
Crowley's part. The corruption among 
the police of our large cities is the rule 
Yather than the exception ig a well- 
known fact to all who have given the 
subject any investigation.

It is a truth which has often 
‘been repeated, but which is none the 
less true on that account, that if all 
the wealth in the world were divided | 
equally among the people tomorrow, 
we should again have within a year, 
hundreds of very rich men, and thou- 
sands of very poor ones, as long as 
human nature remains what it is, As 
long: as men differ.in their abilities 
and character, just so long must there 
be a difference in their wealth, as 
there always has fbeen and always will 
be. Even in Nature we see that this 
truth holds true. One tree, under simi- 
lar circumstances of soil and culture, 
-bearg fine® fruit than another: one an- 
imal of the same family, and brought 
up in the same manmer, is far superior 


‘to another, and one star far outshines 


another in brilllancy. To attempt to 
bring everything down to one level, to 
fun everybody into one mold, is a 
visionaty scheme, which will never suc- 
ceed.

EDUCATE THE INDIAN.

Organization of an Institute Perfected—Ad- 
dresses by Agent Estudillo anda 
Number of the Edu- 
_ cators. 


spondent.) About fifty people, mostly 
ladies, assembled at Society Hall this 
morning to form the first official Teach- 
ers’ Institute of the Mission Tule River. 
Consolidated Indian Agency. The teach- 
ers were welcomed in an opening ad- 
dress by United States Indian Agent 
Francisco Estudillo. He said that it 
was not necessary to introduce himself, 
as in the rounds required by his regu- 
lar duties as agent he had met each 
one of the teachers upon several occa- 
sions. But this was a new and unac- 
customed position for him to occupy, 
and placed him in a new relation to 
the teachers. He praised the work be- 
ing done by the teachers in the Indian 


for their, earnest enthusiasm in the 
‘noble work of ‘freeing the race from 
the fetters of ignorance and supersti- 
tion.” Though working without the 
encouragement of the world at large, 
and fTreceiving credit but for little 
of the good the teachers are doing, they 
have the consciousness of being en- 
gaged in making the world better, and 
doing a god-like work. He urged the 
teachers to keep within their thoughts 
that the object in educating the In- 
Indians is to make them happier and pre- 

re them for. American citizenship. 

e Indians need to be ught how 
to work, to buy and to sell and conduct 
the ordinary business of the citizen. 

Prof. M. H. Savage of the Perris 
school followed with an excellent ad- 
dress upon the institute work and the 
outlook in Indian school work. He paid 
a high tribute to the faithful, unselfish 


in the labor of love for the downtrod- 
den race.- In this connection he said, 
quoting President Gates of Amherst: 
“To me no sight I have ever seen is 
‘more pathetically powerful in its chal- 
lenge to Christians, who wish to use 
their powers in efforts. to make the 
world better, than is the sight of the 
contrasted photographs of the same 
groups of young Indians at the time 
when they left their native reservations 
and, after a year or two in a Christian 
school. The subtle change that has 
passed over their faces, is like that 
which follows the creative touch of the 
hand of God Himself. It: is as though 
@ soul had been given them! Their 
eyes look out on the world with.a new 
hope and a range that is not limited by 
such death as the brutes die.” The 
teacher doing this work may well feel 
that her work is the highest given man 
to do. Mr. Savage spoke of the relations 
existing between Agent Estudiflo and 
the teachers as most cordial, and much 
more sympathetic and heipful than is 
usual in the agencies. The work of the 
day schools in preparing pupils for the 
training school at, Perris was praised 
and credit given those schools for much 
of the good accomplished at Perris. 
Even very unpromising pupils have de- 
veloped into strong characters after

ment of the mental, moral and physi- 
cal faculties,’’ hence the great range 
of the duties. One of the first essen- 
tials of a teacher is a personal sym- 
pathy fgr the children, begetting con- 
fidence. Without this the labor is lost; 
with it the labor of teaching is half 
performed. Therefore ‘capture the 
hearts of the children,” the capture 
of the head will follow. Thus must 
the teacher “stoop to conquer.’’ The 
Indian is imitative. The teacher is 
therefore a constant object lesson and 
should observe also kindness, truthful- 
ness, personal neatness, punctuality, 
impartiality and reverance autthor- 
ity, as virtues to be lived as well as 
spoken, and the child will soon be ob- 
serving them. The Indian rebels. at 
the thought of compulsion.
